Status of Cbolera 



Minister Rockhill, at St. Petersburg, reported December 22 to the 
Department of State: 

During the week ended December 3 there were officially reported 
from all Russia 26 cases of cholera with 12 deaths. Of these, 6 cases 
with 2 deaths occurred at St. Petersburg. For all Russia from the 
outbreak of the epidemic to December 10 there have been reported 
215,992 cases of cholera with 100,926 deaths. 

LIBAtr— Smallpox— Examination of Emigrants 

Acting Asst. Surg. De Forest reports, December 26, 1910, and 
January 2, 1911: 

During the two weeks ended December 26, 2 cases of smallpox 
with 2 deaths occurred in Libau. 

For the steamship Birma, sailing January 3 for New York, there 
have been examined 688 emigrants. All foodstuffs were removed 
from emigrants' baggage.

Consul Grout reports December 24: 

On December 14 there remained in hospital 1 case of plague, 
new cases have been reported since November 25.
